one,

is complete. 

Twenty-five successive states al- 
ready have decided to end prohibition, 
Maine being the 26th to ballot. 

Today three more states will vote— 
Minnesota, Maryland and Colorado. 
The campaigns of the wets and drys 
were wound up in those states last 
night. 


PORTLAND, Maine, Sept. 11.—(®) 
Maine, dry for 75 years, rolled stead- 
ily toward repeal tonight. 

More than four-fifths of the states 
precincts showed a majority of more 
than two to. one for the convention 
delegates unofficially pledged to vote 
for approval of the 21st, the repeal 
amendment.

BERLIN, Sept. 11.—(4)—The 
intercession of American Consul 
General George 8S, Messersmith to- 
day led the Prussian ministry of 
justice to pardon and release Thur- 
ston Johnson, an American sailor 
who, on August 12, was sentenced 
to six months’ imprisonment for re- 
marking to drinking companions 
that Chancellor Hitler was a Cech 
Jew. 


Johnson, who speaks little Ger- 
man, said he was misunderstood. 
Amazement was expressed by the 
American consul general at the 
severity of the sentence, imposed by 
an ememgency court in Stettin.

This S$ denied, 


MURDER, ROBBERY 
HEAD QUTBURST 
OF VIOLENT CRIME 


Justice Meted to Some: 
Offenders, However, As: 
Wires Carry News of 
More Felonies. 


By the Associated Press. 
A series of violent crimes including 
robbery, homicide, kidnaping, and the 
flight of 11 desperate convicts from 


a Louisiana prison ranged side by 
side in Monday’s news reports with 
accounts of justice meted out to of- 
fenders. 

Posses were ordered to “shoot to 
kill” as they pursued the 11 convicts 
who shot their way out of the state 
penal farm at Angola, La., killing 
three men and wounding half a dozen. 
The fugitives apparently had left their 
pursuers behind. 

Eight masked robbers backed a big 
sedan up against a railway express 
office in St. Paul and robbed two 
employes of cash boxes which police 
said contained between $60,000 and 


$100,000 
Hotel Invaded. 

The Half Moon hotel at Coney Is- 
land, rendezvous of trans-Atlantic 
fliers, was invaded by five gunmen 
who made off with several thousand 
dollars belonging to boardwalk conces- 
sionaires and $484 of the hotel’s cash.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 11.—(4)— 
Georgia’s federal internal revenue col- 


lections increaséd 47 per cent for the 


fiscal year ending last June 30 as 
compared to the same period the pre- 
vious year despite a 14 per cent de- 
crease in income tax payments. 

The report of the internal revenue 
bureau made public today, showed 
collection of miscellaneous taxes, in- 
cluding the manufacturers’ excise 
taxes, jumped in Georgia from $227,- 
541.02 in 1932 to $2,891,530.26 in 1933, 
an increase of 1,171 per cent. This 
huge increase more than offset the 
falling off in income taxes. 

Collections of income taxes totaled 
$3,580,817.91; of this amount $1,889,- 
754.55 was paid by corporations. 
Manufacturers’ excise taxes yielded 
$1,185,052.89 and miscellaneous taxes 


$76,270.73. 
Collections Gain. 

In the nation as a whole, internal 
revenue Collections last year increased 
$52,110,183 or 4 per cent over the 
fiscal year 1932. Income tax collec- 
tions increased 29 per cent, but mis- 
cellaneous internal revenue was up 
74 per cent.

WILL ATTACK CODE 
IN HEARING TODAY 


Johnson Prepares to Ar- 
bitrate All Points Possi- 
ble Then Dictate Re- 


mainder. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 11.—(?)— 
Hugh S. Johnson pounded away at 
the soft coal controversy today, hope- 
ful that, this obstacle splintered, he 
might turn to troubles of lesser mag- 
nitude by the middle of the week. 

Still confident that a substantial 
agreement might be had from the dis- 
turbed mine operators, Johnson to- 
morrow will air their grievances over 
the code he has drafted for the in- 
dustry. Then, section by section he 


will take the charter up with spokes- 

men for the various fields in ques 

of an accord. 
Ready to Dictate. 

However, it was said authoritative- 
ly today the code would be completed 
before many more days and when an- 
other deadlock occurs in the rewrit- 
ing, Johnson is prepared to dictate 
that section. 

So tedious and difficult has the coal 
controversy been that the adminis- 
trator has devoted virtually his entire 
time to it for weeks, regarding this as 
the key to the recovery movement. He 
now is anxious to turn to other press- 
ing matters. 

The threat of strikes by impatient 
miners was reported to be spurring 
ahead both operators and the adminis- 
tration. 

Negotiation of union contracts be- 
tween the operators and Jobn L. 
Lewis, president of the United Mine 
Workers of America, was resumed to- 
day while William Feeney, of Char- 
leroi, Penn., district president of the 
Lewis union, sent an appeal to Fay- 
ette and Green county miners to stay 
at work until the code was finished. 

Fayette county was the scene of 
the strikes that were arbitrated by 
Johnson on a temporary basis pend- 
ing. adoption of the code, and many 
miners have threatened again to take 
a “holiday” :o speed up the code. 

‘etail Code. 

Lodged be’a.ad the coal controversy 
was the retail code which is ready for 
Johnson’s decision on its price regu- 
lating features. 

Although the administrator regards 
this as one of the most significant 
decisions to face him, since it em- 
bodies a principle opposed by the 
consumers’ advisory board of the 
NRA, he was described as only par- 
tially familiar with the code drafted 
tentatively by Arthur D. Whiteside, 
the deputy administrator in charge. 

The consumers’ board has asked 
that the provision that merchandise 
not be sold at less than invoice cost 
plus 10 per cent be delayed pending a 
thorough study and the cabinet ad- 
visory board of the NRA, headed by 
Secretary Roper, also is planning to 
study the various phases of price- 
fixing. 

The administration today received 
reports of increased employment by 
the railroads, the interstate commerce 
commission announcing that on Au- 
gust 15, workers employed by the car- 
riers totaled 1,014,879, the first time 
the million mark has been’ topped 
since October, 1932, when the total 
was 1,016,951. 

The figure was an increase of 25,- 
749 over that of the preceding month 
and was the first month of the year 
in which an increase was registered 
over the corresponding month of last 


year. 
Must Check Results. 

At the direction of President Roose- 
velt, a check is to be made soon by 
cabinet officers and Johnson to de- 
termine the amount employment has 
increased as a result of the NRA 
program. Upon this showing was said 
to depend the next move in the anti- 
depression offensive.

Arriving at his Dearborn offices to- 
day, Ford went into the same seclu- 
sion that marked his vacation along 
the Lake Superior shore. : 

He refused himself to interviewers 
and his associates said that for the 
present at least there will be no for- 
mal statement regarding the Ford po- 
sition on the NRA automobile code, 
which the company has not yet 
signed. pee 

It was reiterated in authoritative 
quarters that the Ford Company feels 
it is complying in every respect with 
the requirements of the recovery pro- 
gram and that Mr. Ford’s signature 
to the automotive code is not essen- 
tial to the desired compliance. The 
company, it was indicated, feels that 
inasmuch as it is complying with 
the code provisions, although no signa- 
ture has been offered, it has nothing 
further to say regarding the NRA.

Ickes said as 
he departed that the price fixing pro- 
visions would be kept, but rot utilized 
until ‘‘necessary.” The amendments 
which were considered were not dis- 
closed. . 

The recovery administration today 
announced hearings on September 18, 
to consider an application filed by 
thread manufacturers, fabric finish- 
ers, dyers and mercerizers for inclu- 
sion of their industries in the cotton 
textile industry’s code. This would 
be effected by amendments to the 
original cotton code which was the 
first one to be put in force by the 
NRA 


The application of these industries 
was indorsed by the code committee 
for cotton textiles. 

New modifications of the president's 
re-employment agreement were author- 
ized today for five groups. These 
were manufacturers of shoe ma- 
chinery, hot water tanks, and pack- 


aging machinery, and the outdoor ad- 
vertising and marine insurance busi- 
nesses. 

Shorter Hours Demanded. 

An open threat to go before the

Some have been as long as 
50 hours. 

“Let me ask industry, as it seeks 
these astoundingly long work-weeks.

let me assure you. 

“T find all too little to say for the 
conduct of such enormous industries 
as steel, automobiles and coal and we 
may yet have to press with vigor for 
a recalling of the codes of some of 
them, in order that they may be 
changed so as to mean more to the 
masses of the people of our country,” 
Green added. 

“Our point of view simply is that 
America is no longer a great reser- 
voir from which financial powers may 
draw income through financing and 
exploiting devices.”

Religious and Racial Bigotry 
To Be Attacked in Edu- 
cational Campaign. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 11.—(®)—Di- 
rected against religious and racial in- 
tolerance in American life, a country- 
wide educational campaign supported 
by a national advisory council of 
prominent laymen is to get underway 
this fall. 

The plan was announced Sunday 
night by Newton D. Baker, Roger W. 
Straus and Professor Carlton J. H. 
Hayes, respectively, Protestant, Jew- 
ish and Catholic co-chairmen of the 
national conference of Jews and Chris- 
tians, under whose auspices the cam- 
paign will be waged. , 

The drive, which is intended to pro- 
mote co-operation among Catholics, 
Jews and gentiles, will have as oue 
of its features a discussion tour of 
the country by a priest, a rabbi and 
a minister.

300 men—government leaders, busi- 
nessmen, educators, authors, publish- 
ers—from 44 states and the District 
of Columbia have accepted places on 
the council. 

“We Catholics, Jews and Protes- 
ants have got to learn to live to- 
gether amicably, even while we may 
differ strenuously,” Everett R. Clin- 
chy, director of the conference, de- 
clared. 

He said his groups purpose was 
“to moderate and finally to eliminate 
a system of prejudices which disfig- 
ures and distorts our business, social 
and political relations—a purpose

Ratifications of a concordat between 
Germany and the Holy See were ex- 
changed yesterday by Cardinal Pa- 
celli, papal secretary of state, and Dr.

The concordat was signed a month 
and half ago.

John Sharp Williams, a Mississippi 
planter and ginner, warned that the 
south’s cotton ginning industry would 
be bankrupt at the end of the season 
unless the proposed code is adopted. 

“It would be impossible,” Williams 


>said in an address to ginning repre- 


sentatives from throughout the. na- 
tion, “to operate a gin this year un- 
der last season’s rates and not lose 
money.” He cited loss in volume due 
to reduced cotton acreage. 

The proposed $1.50 per bale in- 
crease in ginning prices would “cost 
the cotton growers of Alabama 
$2,000,000,” William R. Rountree Jr., 
an Alabama lawyer, said in arguing 
against the proposed code.

net payments were above the national 
average percentages. 

The internal revenue bureau’s re- 
port showed that during the last fiscal 
year, the following miscellaneous taxes 


| were collected in Georgia: 


Estate tax $168,622; gift tax $1,- 
050; stamp tax on tranfers of capital 
stock, bonds, ete., $73,639; spirituous 


liquors $375; non-intoxicating bever-|- 


ages $1,622; taxes collected in enforce- 
ment of the national prohibition act 
$8,596; cigars $16,356; other forms 
of tobacco $19,508; oleomargarine 
$15,454; narcotics $6,946. 

From the manufacturers’ excise 
taxes, operative for the first time 
in the 1933 fiscal year, the federal 
government collected $1,185.052 in 
Georgia. 

$282,440 in 1933. 

Taxpayers of Georgia paid the fed- 
eral government $282,440 for the elec- 
tric energy tax in the fiscal year 1933. 
The gasoline collections amounted to 
$51,594. The soft drink tax yielded 
$752,273 in Georgia. Among the other 
manufacturers’ excise taxes, that on 
lubricating oil brought in $539; in- 
ner tubes $2,121; toilet preparations 
$40,859; jewelry $4,412; automobile 
accessories $4,242; sporting goods 
$10,454; candy $35,362 and others in 
smaller sums. 

Tax on bank checks reached $442,- 
497 in Georgia with safety deposit 
boxes $10,865. 

New York and Missouri alone ex- 
ceeded Georgia’s collections on tele- 
phone, telegraph, wireless and cable 
messages, This tax brought $839,677 
from Georgians. 

Taxes collected in Georgia on 
amusements yielded the national gov- 
ernment $76,270. The tax on dues

of the federal relief fund for Georgia 
road work.” The resolution was ap- 
proved by unanimous vote. 

No meeting of the highway board 
on the state road program can be 
held before Wednesday or Thursday, 
Chairman J. J. Mangham said Mon- 
day. The date of the meeting de- 
pends on the condition of Commis- 
sioner Max L. McRae, who was in- 
jured last Friday in an automobile 
accident near Eastman. 

Judge McRae was brought to At- 
lanta Monday for treatment and his 
physicians told him it would be two 
or three more days before he could 
go to the capitol for a meeting of the 
highway board. 

The judge is at the Piedmont hotel. 

Necessity for Joint Building. 

Pointing out the necessity of joint 
construction of a building to conduct 
all court and jail activities for the 
city and county, Councilman J. Frank 
Beck obtained unanimous approval to 
resolutions seeking ratification by the 
county of the proposal. 

It is estimated that the joint proj- 
ect would cost about $2,500,000. 

Mayor James L. Key, civ® and 
business leaders and others have urged 
such a building, and the county com- 
missioners have asked the advice of 
the citizens’. commission passing on 
all projects for which federal aid is 
sought. The commission, headed by 
W. E. Mitchell, has recommended a 
joint application by unanimous vote. 

Beck asserted that Fulton county 
and the municipality are equally in- 
terested in proper hospitalization of 
the poor of the community in obtain- 
ing council sanction to the resolution 
asking the commission to join the mu- 
nicipality in improvements for them. 
No specific figures as to costs were 
carried in the measure. 

Asks Preference for Sewers. 

Alderman Frank H. Reynolds, 
chairman of council’s sewer commit- 
tee, opposed -establishment of any 
council committee “which might give 
preference to any project over the 
sewers for which Fulton county and 
Atlanta have applied jointly.” 

Councilman Joseph FE. Berman and 
Aldermen J. Charlie Murphy and G. 
Everett Millican, authors of the 
measure, agreed that “sewers are im- 
portant and urgent,” but held that se- 
lection of a committee would not im- 
pair but strengthen’ the likelihood 
that funds would be provided to mod- 
ernize the system. A total of $8,900,- 
000 is sought by the two governments 
for sewers.

TO FIGHT INTOLERANCE. 

Three hundred leading Ameri- 
cans, representing 44 states, have 
accepted places on the national ad- 
visory council being formed by the 
National Conference of Jews and 
Christians to aid in the educational 
campaign against intolerance, which 
will be launched in the United 
States in the fall, 

In addition to the objective of 
removing intolerance from Ameri- 
ca, the campaign will also seek 
to promote co-operation between 
Catholics, Jews and Christians in 
all appropriate fields of national 


activity. 

Newton D. Baker, Roger W. 
Straus and Professor Carlton J. H. 
Hayes are, respectively, the Prot- 
estant, -Jewish and Catholic co- 
chairmen of the conference, and it 
is under their direction that the 
national advisory council is being 
formed. 

No definite program has been 
adopted pending the formation of 
the council, but tentative plans are 
being laid for a series of seminars 
and discussion meetings, commenc- 
ing with a seminar in New York in 
October and being followed by 
others throughout the country, in 
which leading figures in religious, 
educational and lay activities will 
participate. 

Mr. Baker points out the signifi- 
cance of the fact that in connec- 
tion with this program, and for the 
first time in history, a Catholic 
priest, a Jewish rabbi and a Prot- 
estant minister will travel together 
and join with regional leaders in 
the fight to stamp out intolerance 
in America. 

The National Conference of Jews 
and Christians hopes, according to 
a recent statement outlining its 
purposes, to— 

Moderate and finally to eliminate a 
system of prejudices which disfigures 
and distorts our business, social and 
political relations—a purpose which 
we hold to be of deep significance to 
the United States, where tolerance 
and religious freedom are _ ideals 
cherished since the founding of the 
colonies, and which will aid in avert- 
ing in this country such disastrous 
results as have attended, for exam- 
ple, recent outbreaks of intolerance 
against Jews in Germany and against 
Catholics in Spain.. The fact is that 
we Catholics, Jews and Protestants 
have got to learn to live together ami- 
cably, even while we may differ stren- 
uously.

AN IMPORTANT ANNIVERSARY. 

In Austria and Poland celebra- 
tions will be held today of the 
250th anniversary of the battle 
in which Jan Sobieski, king of Po- 


ing conducted by the Turks and 
Tartars. under the leadership of 
Grand Vizier Kara Mustapha. 

Few battles in early history had 
a greater influence in shaping the 
destiny of European civilization 
than this desperate struggle which 
took place two centuries and a half 
ago between the Christian soldiers 
of Europe and the eastern hordes 
which were attempting fo spread 
their control and their beliefs west- 
ward into Europ@ Had they been 
successful the history of Europe 
would, in all probability, been far 
different from what it was, and the 
story of the discovery and devel- 
opment of the New World might 
have been materially changed. 


In his plan to conquer Europe, 
Kara Mustapha, at the head of: a 
force totaling 400,000 men, laid 
siege to Vienna, defended by 30,- 
000 men under command of the 
Duke of Lorraine. For weeks. the 
Austrians sucessfully resisted the 
attacks of the Turks and Tartars 
until starvation threatened and the 
destiny of Austria and Europe trem- 
bled in the balance. 


Then Emperor Leopold and Pope 
Innocent XI turned to King Jan 
with the plea that he intervene to 
“save Vienna and Christian civili- 
zation.” 

This King Jan was, in many re- 
spects, not only the most remark- 
able leader of his era, but one of 
the outstanding figures of early Eu- 
ropean history. Born the son of a 
country squire, he obtained his 
early education at his mother’s 
knee and then sought further 
knowledge in the schools of prac- 
tically every other country on the 
continent. Returning to Poland 
after years of travel, he entered the 
army and worked his way, through 
the exhibition of qualities of sheer 
bravery and. leadership, to the 
throne, those being the days when 
Polish kings were elected. 
Answering the appeal of Chris- 
tendom, Sobieski left Krakow at 
the head of an army of 30,000 
cavalry, which, as he marched 
through Upper Silesia and Moravia, 
was increased to 70,000 through 
the addition of Germanic troops. 
The attack on the Turks was de- 
livered in the early morning and by 
nightfall their rout was complete. 
The battle which turned back the 
most ambitious plan of the Mos- 
lems to conquer Europe was de- 
scribed by this Christian king in a 
letter to his wife, in which he 
wrote: 

God be forever blessed! He has 
given our people victory and fame 
unheard of in ages past. All the 
artillery, the whole Moslem camp, all 
its unaccountable: riches, have fallen 
into our hands. : 
All the troops have done their duty 
well; they attribute the victory to 
God and me. ...I saw Monsieur 
of Bavaria, the Prince of Waldeck 
and others; they embraced me, they 
kissed me on the face: the generals 
kissed my hands and my feet; the 
soldiers and their officers cried out: 
“Hoch Unser Brave Koenig.” The 
commandant of the town Starhem- 
berg embraced me and called me

The Good 


Harvest. . 

The harvest all over the U. S. S. 
R. is excellent this year. What this 
means to the people, to the govern- 
ment and to the world, can be gauged 
by the statement which an official 
made to me: “If this harvest had 
failed, there would have been a 
catastrophe that would Have shaken 
the Russian system, and perhaps the 
world, to its foundations.” More than 
this enigmatic statement he would not 
give me. Yet it becomes comprehen- 
sible when we realize that there was 
a famine in the Ukraine last winter 
and this spring and that only now 
with the becoming available of the 
new crop conditions are beginning to 
improve in that part of the counrty. 

Nobody will ever know what suf- 
fering there was earlier this year, 
for no foreigners were permitted to 
travel around off the beaten track in 
the Ukraine. Yet, one forms an idea 
by listening to the people now as 
they recount what they went through 


and what they experienced. A famine, 
or even a food shortage in Russia 
now, is something entirely different 
than it was under czarism. For czar- 
ism had them just as regularly. But 
nobody ever thought of blaming the 
political composition of the czar’s gov- 
ernment for a crop failure, while at 
present the bolsheviks surely must 
bear all sorts of criticism. 

Be that as it may. The only way 
to place Russian agriculture on a 
permanently reliable basis is to be 
obtained by a radical modernization. 
The old methods do not suffice. They 
can never guarantee an adequate food 
supply. Perhaps the collectization of 
the farms can do the trick. But this 
has to be proved yet, also. This year’s 
crop supports the government’s theory 
of modernization. Two or three of 
such crops will pull Russia out of her 
most dreadful difficulty. After that, 
as Walter Duranty, the correspondent 
of the New York Times, said to me, 
there will be no holding back, and in- 
dustrial development will take on gi- 
gantic proportions. In that sense this 
year may be the turning point.

Churchill 


Sees Danger. 


Mr. Winston Churchill, who not 
long ago sang the praises of the Ger- 
man youth burning with patriotic fire, 
eager to drill and be strong, now sings 
a different tune. He declared recent- 
ly in a public speech: “I have always 
opposed this rearmament of Germany 
and have criticized in the house of 
commons all this foolish. talk of plac- 
ing her upon some kind of equality 
with France. I denounced and de- 
rided the perilous: policy to which we 
seemed inclined to lend ourselves of 
putting pressure upon the French to 
weaken their splendid army. The same 
people and the same perverse school 
of thought in England and the United 
States that have already weakened 
the British navy sought to weaken 
the French army. But the French 
most prudently refused to hearken to 
this hazardous advice, and the fact 
that they refused is the main founda- 
tion of the peace of Europe today. 

I hope our national government and 
especially the cabinet ministers’ in 
charge of the navy and army and the 
air force will realize how grave is 
their responsibility. They are respon- 
sible, like the ministers before the 
war, for our essential safety. 

I trust they will make sure that 
the forces of the crown are kept in 
a proper state of efficiency, with the 
supplies and munition factories which 
they require, and that they will be 
strong enough to enable us to count 
for something when we work for 
peace, and strong enough if war 
should come in Europe to maintain 
our effective neutrality, unless we 
should decide of our own free will to 
the contrary. Always remember that 
Britain’s hour of weakness is Eu- 
rope’s hour of danger.”

Health Talks

FLEAS ON 
Be 

A wee bit of arsenic is normally 
present in the body. A trace of arsenic 
is constantly excreted through the kid- 
neys. Probably a minute quantity of 
arsenic in one form or another is es- 
sential in human nutrition. It resem- 
bles fleas on a dog, as David Harum 
regarded that problem. But when a 
little too much arsenic gets into the 
system it causes bizarre effects. Here 
are some of the manifestations of 
chronic arsenic poisoning: 

Neutritis (not the mere vague ache 
that so many wiseacres like to call 
neuritis, but the real thing), recurring 
or intractable chronic eczema or simi- 
lar skin trouble, red injected eyelid 
linings and puffiness of the eyelids, in- 
explicable numbness or paresis (weak- 
ness) of arm or leg or seme smaller 
muscle group, a constant mild coryza, 
a constant slight hoarseness, vague 
digestive disturbances, gastric distress 
and colicky pains, a peculiar waxy 
pallor, perhaps an onion or garlic 
odo about the skin, sweat or breath. 
In several cases on record it has 
seemed that chronic arsenic poisoning 
was the cause of Raynaud’s affection 
—‘‘dead fingers.” at any rate, the vic- 
tims found lasting relief from the at- 
tacks after they were removed from 
the arsenical environment or received 
proper treatment for arsenic poison- 
ing. 

An unconsidered source of chronic 
arsenic poisoning is the otherwise

eating fresh fruit skin and all, or 
eating berries, cherries, grapes, etc., 
without careful washing. The objec- 
tion is that such fruit may carry con- 
siderable quantities of arsenic that 
has been recently applied in some in- 
secticide spray. This might not be of 
any significance in the case of occa- 
sional indulgence in such fresh fruit, 
but it is of importance where one is 
in the habit of eating an apple a day 
or anything lite that. Keep right on 
eating plenty of apples, cherries, ber- 
ries or what have you; but see that 
they are thoroughly washed before you 
eat them. Of course, mere washing 
with water may not remove all the 
arsenic, if any is present. But it cer- 
tainly helps, and personally, I don’t 
worry much about either arsenic pois- 
oning or the ingestion of insect eggs 
if I have washed the apple with soap 
and water and rinsed it well before 
I sink my teeth in it. 

Since there is a wee bit of arsenic 
normally excreted in the urine, it 
would not do to decide that a patient 
has arsenic poisoning just because a 
trace of arsenic is discovered in the 
urine. Instead the doctor injects one- 
half gram (approximately 7 grains) of 
sodium hyposulphite (formerly called 
thiosulphate of soda, commonly used 
by photographers as fixing agent) into 
the patient’s vein. The hyposulphite 
picks up the arsenic and eliminates 
it thru the kidneys. If the 24-hour 
specimen shows a quantity of arsenic 
greater than the normal maximum in 
the urine, that is fair evidence that 
the patient has too much arsenic in 
his system.

SUCCESS 1S SEEN 


DAY BY DAY 
In Georgia’s History 


IN TOBACCO DRIVE 


Growers in Georgia and 
Carolinas Back Acreage 
Reduction Plan. 


Reduction of tebacco acreage in 
1934 at least 30 per cent was believed 
a certainty Monday: night as growers 
of Georgia and North and South Caro- 
lina enthusiastically received the fed- 


eral government processing tax and 
price-boosting plan, Georgia officials 
estimating that the required number 
of pledges would be signed by Wed- 
nesday night. 

Reports from Raleigh said that the 
success of the campaign was assured , 
in North and South Carolina. 

Harry Brown, assistant director of 
agricultural extension of the Univer- 
sity of Georgia and in charge of the 
campaign in this state, said that re- 
ports from the county agents in the 
tobacco-growing counties indicated 
that the curtailment plan was being 
approved 100 per cent. Mr. Brown, 
who is located at the Tifton ‘experi- 
ment station, said that he would have 
figures on the reduction pledges avail- 
able some time today. 

“There is no doubt that the plan 
will be approved by the Georgia grow- 
ers,’ Mr. Brown said. “The agents 
just received the blank pledges today 
and from all over south Georgia we 
have reports that the great tobacco- 
growing centers are receiving the 
plan enthusiastically.” 

Under the plan, which was ad- 
vanced by Secretary of Agriculture 
Wallace, the government is to levy a 
four-cent processing tax on tobacco, 
the proceeds to go to the producer. 
The plan is to have it made “sea- 
sonal” in order that Georgia farmers 
who already have sold their crop will 
share. in the proceeds. 

The Georgia crop, which totaled 
60,000,000 pounds is expected to yield 
the growers an additional $2,400, 
when the tax is levied. 


ACREAGE SLASH BATT 
SAID “VIRTUALLY” WON 
RALEIGH, N. C., Sept. 11.—(#)— 
The big battle to put over the gov- 
ernment’s acreage-reduction, price- 
raising tobacco campaign was virtual. 
ly won tonight with reports from the 
field telling of thousands of growers’ 
signatures placed to contracts. 
Agriculture experts of the Carolinas 
agreed the success of the plan was 
assured in view of the enthusiasm 
shown for it by the leaf growers. 
“Reports to the college indicate the 
tobacco growers are flocking to sign 
the, acreage reduction papers,’ ‘said 
I. O. Schwab, dean of the school of 
agriculture at North Carolina College. 


With success of the plan assured, 
warehousemen made plans to ask the 
governors of North Carolina and 
South Carolina to permit resumption 
of sales on a restricted basis next 
Thursday. 

Tobacco warehouses in the two 
states were closed last Monday by 
proclamation of the governors who 
announced warehouse auction sales 
would be suspended until farmers were 
assured a fair price for their crop. 

Reopening Sought. 

BE. V. Webb, of Kinston, president 
of the Eastern Carolina Warehouse- 
men’s Association, said he would ask 
Governor Ehringhaus to seek the co- 
operation of Governor Blackwood, of 
South Carolina, and the sanction of 
the agricultural adjustment admi: is- 
tration to reopening of the martets 
Thursday. 

Under this plan, growers who have 
signed acreage reduction contracts 
would be permitted to sell their to- 
bacco and contract blanks would be 
made available at warehouses for those 
who have not signed. : 

With hundreds of workers signing 
farmers to contracts in the two Car- 
olinas, definite figures were not avail- 
able from many counties “because of 
the difficulty of compilation, but all 
reports indicated the campaign was 
proceeding swiftly. 

In several of the larger tobacco 
producing counties of. North Carolina 
growers were reported to be from 85 
to 90 per cent signed up. 

In Pitt county, North Carolina, 
alone 2,000 contracts involving 30,- 


Mass Meeting Held. 

Mass meetings in the tobacco-pro- 
ducing counties of both Carolinas were 
held this afternoon in the interest of 
the campaign. Signing of contracts 
likewise was pushed in Georgia and 
Virginia, which with the Carolinas 
produce most of the nation’s output of 
flue-cured tobacco. 

John R. Hutcheson, director of agri- 
cultural extension in Virginia, said 
he had good reason to believe most of 
Virginia’s growers would sign the con- 
tracts. The campaign in the Old 
Dominion will continue for a week. 


Postponement of the opening of the 
Virginia (Old Belt) markets until 
October 10 was advocated by Repre- 
sentative T. G. Burch in order that 
the campaign might be completed prior 
to the opening. 

Two joint stock land banks, hold- 
ing dozens of farms, were among the 
signers in North Carolina. They were 
the Atlantic Joint Stock Land bank 
at Raleigh and the North Carolina 
Joint Stock Land bank of Durham. 

Under the federal contracts, the 
signers agree to reduce their tobacco 
acreage in 1934 and 1935 by up to 
30 per cent of this year’s acreage. 
The program is aimed at getting a 
“parity price’ average of $17.50 a 
hundred pounds for tobacco. When 
the markets of the Carolinas were 
closed the weed was bringing an aver- 
age price of around $12 a _ hundred. 


Election Fraud Laid 
To Louisiana Officials 


NEW ORLEANS, Sept. 11.—() 
Charges of fraud were filed today in 
criminal district court by District At- 
torney Eugene Stanley against 162 
commissioners who served in the elec- 
tion last November in which state 
constitutional amendments were 
adopted. The action today made a 
total of 213 commissioners charged 
with committing ballot box irregulari- 
ties in New Orleans. 

The investigation launched several 
months ago by the district attorney 
was restricted to the city of New Or- 
leans. Amendments voted in the elec- 
tion were sponsored by the combined 
political forces of Mayor T. Semmes 
Walmsley and United States Senator 
Huey P. Long. 

One amendment adopted authorized 
a $5,000,000 bond issue to pay debts

U. S. TO RECOGNIZE 
STABLE GOVERNMENT 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 11.—(/)— 
Secretary Cordell Hull, in a formal 
statement late tonight, said the United 
States is prepared to welcome any 
Cuban government “repregenting the 
will of the people of the republic and 
cagable of maintaining law and order 
throughout the island.” 

“Such a government,” the secretary 
of state said, “would be competent 
to carry out the functions and the 
obligations incumbent upon any stable 
government.” 

Hull said his statement had been 
communicated to Ambassador Welles 
at Havana and met with the latter’s 
full approval. 

The administration thus apparent- 
ly sat back to await developments, 
but with its ring of warships still 
drawn around the — and with 
troops prepared for fMfstant move- 
ment should American life and prop- 
erty be threatened. 

Generally Quiet. 

Tension at the state department 
had let down but was not absent. 
Diplomatic officials kept in almost 
constant touch with island develop- 
ments. Early reports were that con- 
ditions generally remained quiet, save 
for what were termed sporadic in- 
stances of agitation and disorder. 

Ambassador Welles prepared to re- 
main at his Havana post indefinitel 
should there be need. Secretary Hull 
said Welles was continuing, for the 
present at least, under what he de- 
scribed as a tacit understanding. He 
indicated there was little likelihood 
Welles would return to this country 
on September 15, as originally plan- 
ned. 

The new revolutionary government 
during the day put out its first feel- 
er toward setting up diplomatic rela- 
tions with the United States. The 
acting counselor of the Cuban em- 
bassy here brought to the state de- 
partment a message from the new 
regime saying the name of the new 
secretary of state would be forward- 
ed as quickly as possible. 

League Protests. 

At the White House, meanwhile, 
protest against the-presence of Amer- 
ican warships in Cuban waters and 
against any step hinting at interven- 
tion was made by William Simons, 
national secretary of the Anti-Impe- 
rialist League of the United States. 

Louis M. Howe, secretary to the 
president, received Simons, telling him 
the United States had no intention 
of intervening in Cuba and that naval 
vessels were there only to protect 
American life and property if need be. 

Silence met reports from Cuban 
sources that the new government 
might attempt to rewrite the Cuban 
constitution and eliminate the Platt 
amendment. In outside quarters it was 
pointed out that bilateral action was 
necessary to change a treaty, and 
that there was little likelihood of the 
United States agreeing to throw the 
amendment overboard. 

Earlier, Secretary Hull displayed 
some anger at a statement report 
from Buenos Aires, quoting an Ar- 
gentine senator as having received a 
message signed “The Cuban Univer- 
sity Student Board,” which declared 
that Ambassador Welles was meeting 
in the National hotel in Havana with 
200 former officers and was “instigat- 
ing a disturbance so debarkation of 
Yankee sailors will be provoked. 

Absurd Rumors. 

The secretary of state said such 
statements constituted an example of 
fantastic and absurd rumors and 
suspicions sometimes picked up in 
credulous sources. 

Throughout all the dealings by Am- 
bassador Welles and the state depart- 
ment with recent Cuban affairs, he 
said, there never had been the 
slightest foundation in fact for any 
contact with a single soldier or offi- 
cer. He quoted from a communica- 
tion just received from the ambassa- 
dor, saying: 

“TI have never spoken -to army of- 
ficersseither individually or in assem- 


bly.” 


RAU SAN MARTIN SENDS

- HAVANA, Sept. 11.— President 
Grau San Martin tonight told Colonel 
Horacio Ferrer that the army and 
navy officers in practical rebellion at 
the Hotel National must come to 
terms with the new government with- 
in 24 or 36 hours.

PEEK OPENS FIGHT 
UN PROFITEERING 


U. S. To Seek Out and ’ 
Prevent Unjustifiable 
Price Increases. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 11.—(?)— 
A dual attack against profiteering, 
ascribed to ,the textile industry, in- 
tended to “safeguard the farm recov- 
ery program from being jeopardized 
by unreasonable prices to the con- 
sumer,” was opened today by the 
agricultural adjustment administra- 
tion. 

Giving this as the purpose of the 
effort, George N. Peek, the farm ad- 


ministrator, said in a statement that 
he and his associates had “keen in- 
terest in searching out and prevent- 
ing unjustifiable prices increases on 
manufactured farm products.” 

At the same time, Fred C. Howe. 
consumer’s counsel for the administra- 
tion, issued a warning that manufac- 
turers and dealers “who represent an 
unjustifiable share of increased prices 
for cotton goods as due to the cotton 
processing tax are exposing themselves 
to prosecution.” 

_Peek -made public a report on tex- 
tile prices prepared by Dr. Howe's 
staff of economists. The results were 
summarized as follows: 

“1. Examples of apparent] 
sonable profit-taking have 
tected. 

‘2. A large patt of the trade, how- 
ever, deserves praise for fair play, 
rather than adverse criticism on its 
price schedules. 

“3. Wide disparity and considerable 
laxness exists among textile manu- 
facturers in billing retail merchants 
for increases above contract prices 
which they attribute to processing 
taxes and employment costs under the 
NRA code. 

“4. The highly competitive nature 
of the retail business in textiles, plus 
willingness of many merchants to co- 
operate, has afforded consumers 
strong protection against price goug- 
ing in the retail store trade. 

“). Instances have been found in 
which manufacturers voluntarily ab- 
sorbed part of the processing fax cost, 
but in cases of some other manufac- 
turers, merchants have been billed for 
large increases which were not item- 
ized nor’ explained in any detail. 

“6. Increase in farmers’ purchasing 
power although still far short of the 
adjustment administration’s goal, nev- 
ertheless is reflecting itself in im- 
proved demand for cotton goods.” 

Recently, the Cotton Textile Insti- 
tute complained to farm administra- 
tors that the 4.2 cents per pound 
processing tax on cotton was respon- 
sible for the slump in consumption 
of the staple. 

Administrators were frankly skepti- 
cal of the contention but set Septem- 
ber 7 for a hearing to receive testi- 
mony of George Sloan, president of 
the institute, 

In July, mill consumption of cot- 
ton was 600,000 bales, the highest on 
record. The farm administrators were 
of the opinion that the later decline 
was only a natural recession from the 
high July figure. 

Howe said that any person who 
misrepresented the amount of the tax 
paid on his products was fuilty of a 
misdemeanor and liable to a $1,000 
fine or a year’s imprisonment or both.

It 
has its old Nordic forms in the old 
English “bere,” the Anglo-Saxon

the night of the twenty-sixth — the 
greater of the Bronggn ies came 
within its minimum distance from the 
earth on this, their first approach. 


No complete record was ever made 
of the devastation. Eliot James, who 
made some tabulation of it in the 
succeeding months, could never believe 
all that he saw and heard, but it 
must have been true. 

The eastern coast of the United 
States sustained a tidal wave 750 
feet in height, which came in from 
the sea in relentless terraces and in- 
undated the land to the very foot of 
the Appalachians. Its westward rush 
destroyed every building, every~ hovel, 
every skyscraper, every city, from 
Bangor in Maine to Key West in 
Florida. The tide looped into the 
Gulf of Mexico, rolled up the Missis- 
sippi valley. 

It roared around South America, 
turning the Amazon basin into a vast 
inland sea which stretched from what 
had been the east coast to the Andes 
mountains on the west coast. The 
speed of this tide was beyond calcu- 
lation. 

Every river became a channel for 
it. It spilled over Asia. It inundated 
the great plain of China. It descend- 
ed over the arctic regions and re 
moved much of France, England and 
Germany, all of Holland and the great 
soviet empire, from the list of nations. 
Arctic water hundreds of feet deep 
flowed into the Caspian sea and hurl- 
ed the last of its august inertia upon 
the Caucasus. 

Western Asia and Arabia, southern 
India, Africa and much of Australia 
remained dry land. 

More than half the population of 
the world died in the tides that rose 
and subsided during the proximity of 
the Bronson Bodies. But those who 
by design or through accident found 
themselves on land that remained dry 
were not necessarily spared.

The Rocky Mountains lost 
their immobility and danced like 
waves of water. From the place that 
had been Yellowstone Park a mantle 
of lava was spread over thousands of 
square miles. The coastal plain along 
the Pacific disappeared, and the wa- 
ter moved up to dash itself in fury# 
against a range of active volcanoes 
that extended from Nome to Panama. 
Gasses, steam and ashes welled from 
ten thousand vents into the earth’s 
atmosphere. The sun went out, the 
stars were made invisible. Blistering 


heat blew to the ends of the earth, 
The polar ice melted and a new raw 
land emerged, fiery and shattered, 
mobile and catastrophic. 


Those human beings who survived 
the world’s white-hot throes were sur-~ 
vivors for the most part through good 
fortune. Few escaped through design— 
on the entire planet only a dozen 
places which had been picked by the 
— as refuges remained habit- 
able. ) 

Upon millions poured oceans of 
seething magma carrying death more 
terrible than the death which rolled 
on the tongue of the great tides. The 
air which was breathed by other mil- 
lions was suddenly choked with sul- 
phurous fumes and they fell like 
gassed soldiers, strangling in the 
streets of their destroyed cities. Live 
steam, blown with the violence of a 
hurricane, scalded populous centers 
and barren steppes impartially. From 
a sky that had hitherto deluged man- 
kind only with rain, snow and hail, 
fell now burning torrents and red-hot 
sleet. The very earth itself slowed 
in its rotation, sped up again, sucked 
and dragged through space at the ca- 
price of the bedies in the sky above. 
It became girdled in smoke and steam 
and blasts of hot gas, and upon it as

the least. South’s one-spade bid is 
almost incomprehensible and the only 
explanation can think of is that 
North and South were playing a sys- 
tem according to which they could

'dously powerful hand. North’s bid- 
ding was quite normal and _ the 
chances are that almost any team 
would have reached the same con- 
tract. 


The play that developed was ex- 
tremely interesting. West opened his 
fourth-best diamond and Mr. Barnes, 
sitting East, played the 4 spot on 
Dummy’s deuce. This was the be- 
inning of a spectacular campaign. 

eclarer won the trick with the & 
spot and led a low spade, playing 
the Ten from Dummy. Mr. Barnes 
again ducked. This was an exceed- 
ingly fine play. Mr. Barnes knew 
that the Declarer would not dare to 
lead diamonds from the Dummy, as 
for all he knew the hand with the 
five diamonds also held the Ace of 
spades. He certainly would not lead 
spades, as this would seem to sacrifice 
a trick. Therefore the next lead was 
bound to be either hearts or clubs. 
Whichever it was, Mr. Barnes held 
four cards in that suit and three re- 
entries with which he was certain that 
his “thirteener”’ could be established. 

In actual play a club was led from 
the Dummy. Declarer then tried the 
Knave of spades finesse. East won 
with the Queen and led another club. 
Then, when a third round of spades 
was led he cashed the Ace and led a 
third round of clubs. Declarer now 
desperately tried the heart finesse but 
when this vent wrong was helpless, 
as Mr. Barnes still had rema — 
the Ace of diamonds and the goo 
club. 

It will be noted that if the De- 
clarer decided to take the heart 
finesse immediately, Mr. Barnes would 
play the 8 and West would lead the 
suit right back upon winning with 
the King. This is the only way in 
which the contract can surely be de- 
feated and is deserving of the highest 
credit possible. :

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TONY CANZONERI 
TONIGHT SEEKS 
TO STOP ROSS 


Lightweights Meet in 
Title Scrap at Polo 
Grounds. —

NEW YORK, Sept. 11.—(4)—Bar- 
ney Ross, sturdy swift little fellew 
from the battle lands of Chicago, 
swings into the first defense of his 
lightweight title in the Polo Grounds 
tomorrow night, with the super- 
stitious citizens of the boxing world 
pointing warning fingers at him 

Barney will tackle Tony Canzoneri, 
the brilliant Italian boy, a bit shop- 
worn now after eight years of war- 
fare, but made more dangerous than 
ever by the rancor that has gripped 
him since June 23 when he lost the 
championship to Ross in a ten-round 
bout he thought he had won easily in 
Chicago. 

It’s Ross’ first test over the 15- 
round route and the fistic history of 
the year offers little to reassure him. 
Three champions, in addition to Can- 
zoneri, have toted their title into the 
ring since the last calendar change, 
and each wound up being toted out of 
there. Out on the Pacific coast Jim- 
my McLarnin flattened Young Cor- 
bett III for the welterweight titie, 
Primo Carnera sank Jack Sharkey for 
the heavyweight crown, and Lon 
Brouillard belted out Ben Jeby, rec- 
ognized in New York state as the mid- 
dleweight champion. 

FAIR WEATHER. 
With fair weather promised and the 


_| warriors in splendid fettle at the 135- 


pound class limit, more interest has 
developed in the battle being staged 
by Tim Mara than in any lightweight 
title tussle here since the days of 
Benny Leonard. Expectations are that 
a crowd of 30,000 will pay better 
than $100,000 at the gate to see the 
promoters’ “natural,” the duel of a 
Jewish boy and an Jtalian. 

The tremendous racial followings of 
both men have about offset each other 
in the wagering, with the odds at even 
money and the gamblers offering 9 to 
10 against your choice. 

Most of the critics give Ross what- 
ever edge there is on the basis of his 
youth and stamina. He is only 22 
years old, an indomitable little fel- 
low who fought his way up through 
the amateurs to a golden gloves title, 
turned professional and in his 49tb 
Pbout won the lightweight champion- 
ship of the world. He has all the 
equipment Canzoneri boasts—a _ cut- 
ting left hand, fine left hook and 
hefty right cross. 


LACKS POLISH. 

Ross lacks only the polish, the fire, 
showmanship and ring generalship 
that through the years and the wear- 
ing of both the featherweight and 
lightweight titles have brought Can- 
zonerl recognition as one of/the great- 
est little fellows in ring history. But 
though he’s only 25, the clock seems 
to be running down for the one-time 
bootblack from New Orleans. The ex- 
perts fear the long campaigns have 
robbed Tony of some of his stamina, 
stolen away some of his resistance. 
He has. always been noted for win- 
ning the “hard” way, tying into slug- 
ging matches ‘for the thrills he got 
and the tingles he gave the specta- 
tors when he could have cantered 
home on boxing ability alone. 

Canzoneri is so confident of win- 
ning back his title, however, that he 
has wagered $3,000 on himself. He 
believes he took Ross too lightly in 
their first match and thinks that even 
so he should have gotten the decision. 
_ Neither boxer has had trouble mak- 
ing the “weight. Canzoneri probably 
will weigh around 133 pounds with 
Ross a pound and a half heavier.
